CHAPTER  I. 

OF  MEETINGS  OF  THE  COLLEGE,  AND  THE  ORDER  OF 

THEIR  .PROCEDURE. 


OF  CALLING  MEETINGS. 

1.  All  Meetings  shall  be  held  in  the  Hall  of  the  Col¬ 
lege,  at  the  hour  of  one  o’clock  afternoon,  except  in  cases 
hereafter  mentioned. 

2.  Every  meeting  shall  be  called  by  an  order  of  the 
President  to  the  officer;  who,  in  consequence  thereof,  shall 
despatch  a  billet,  specifying  the  time  and  place  of  meeting, 
to  each  of  the  Fellows,  so  that  the  same  may  be  received  not 
less  than  twenty-four  hours  before  the  meeting  is  to  take 
place. 

3.  There  shall  be  five  Ordinary  Meetings  yearly;  viz. 
one  on  the  third  Wednesday  of  October  for  the  election  of 
office-bearers,  and  one  on  the  day  following  each  of  the 
terms  of  Candlemas,  Whitsunday,  Lammas,  and  Martinmas, 
viz.  on  the  3d  February,  16th  May,  2d  August,  and  12tEt 
November;  but  when  any  of  these  days  falls  on  a  Sunday, 
the  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  Monday  following. 
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4.  In  urgent  circumstances,  the  President,  with  the 
concurrence  of  his  Council,  may  order  an  Extraordinary 
Meeting  to  be  called  at  any  time  and  place;  the  purpose  of 
which  shall  be  specified  in  the  billets  of  summons. 

5.  A  Special  Meeting  may  be  called  on  a  requisition  in 
writing  being  made  to  the  President,  and  signed  by  seven 
Fellows,  in  which  the  purpose  of  the  meeting  shall  be  ex¬ 
pressly  stated. 

6.  When  the  President  is  necessarily  absent,  the  duty  of 
summoning  Ordinary,  Extraordinary,  and  Special  Meetings 
shall  devolve  upon  the  Treasurer  ;  and,  when  both  President 
and  Treasurer  are  absent,  upon  the  oldest  President  in 
Edinburgh,  under  the  regulations  contained  in  the  preced¬ 
ing  sections. 

7-  If  the  President  or  person  officiating  in  his  absence, 
shall  neglect  to  cause  an  Ordinary  Meeting  to  be  sum¬ 
moned,  he  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  L.l.  Is. 

8.  If  the  President  or  the  person  officiating  in  his  absence, 
after  having  been  regularly  called  upon  by  the  requisition  of 
seven  Fellows  to  summon  a  Special  Meeting,  shall  refuse  or 
omit  to  summon  it  within  forty-eight  hours  after  receiv¬ 
ing  the  requisition,  he  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  L.10.  10s. 

9.  If  a  requisition  for  calling  a  Special  Meeting  shall 
be  found,  by  a  majority  of  the  meeting,  to  be  frivolous  and 
vexatious,  each  Fellow  signing  it  shall  forfeit  L.5.  5s.  to  the 
College. 


OF  FINES  FOR  NOT  ATTENDING  MEETINGS,  AND  OF 

EXEMPTIONS. 

10.  Fellows  whose  names  have  been  thirty  years  on  the 
roll,  shall  be  excused  from  fines  on  account  of  non-attend¬ 
ance  at  meetings  of  the  College.  Other  Fellows  shall  not 
be  excused  except  on  account  of  sickness,  military  duty, 
absence  from  Scotland,  or  special  leave  granted  by  the 
College. 

11.  Every  Fellow  who  has  not  been  thirty  years  on  the 
roll,  and  not  otherwise  excused,  and  who  is  absent  from  a 
meeting  regularly  summoned,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of 
1  s. ;  and  those  who  do  not  attend  till  the  roll  of  names  is 
called  over,  shall  forfeit  6d.  each. 
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12.  When  there  is  not  a  quorum  in  five  minutes  after 
the  names  are  called,  every  absentee  not  excused  shall  for¬ 
feit  2s.  6d. 

13.  No  Fellow  shall  leave  a  meeting  without  permission 
from  the  President,  under  the  penalty  of  5s. 

14.  The  fines  of  the  President  for  being  late,  or  entirely 
absent  from  meetings,  shall  be  double  those  of  ordinary 
Fellows. 

15.  If  the  Secretary  shall  be  absent  five  minutes  after 
the  hour  for  which  a  meeting  is  summoned,  without  having 
sent  a  substitute  properly  qualified,  he  shall  be  liable  to  a 
fine  of  5s. 

16.  If  the  Treasurer  shall  be  absent  from  the  Lammas 
meeting,  without  assigning  a  reason  that  is  satisfactory  to 
the  College^  he  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  L.2. 


OF  PROCEDURE  AT  MEETINGS. 

17*  At  all  meetings,  the  President,  when  present,  shall 
preside ;  and  in  his  absence,  the  chair  shall  be  occupied  by 
the  oldest  President  at  the  meeting,  or  by  the  oldest  Fel¬ 
low,  (if  none  who  have  been  Presidents  are  present,)  who 
shall  resign  the  chair  to  the  President,  if  he  arrive  during 
the  meeting. 

18.  The  seniority  of  Presidents  shall  be  determined  by 
their  priority  as  President,  not  by  the  date  of  their  admis¬ 
sion,  or  natural  age. 

19.  Ten  ordinary  residing  Fellows  shall,  in  every  meet¬ 
ing,  be  necessary  as  a  quorum  for  the  despatch  of  business. 

20.  When  a  meeting  consists  of  a  quorum  only,  or  is 
reduced  to  that  number  by  Fellows  leaving  it,  if  the  Pre¬ 
sident,  or  person  officiating  as  such,  shall  thereafter  permit 
any  more  to  retire,  whereby  the  meeting  is  reduced  to  less 
than  a  quorum,  he  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  L.l.  Is. 

21.  If  the  President,  or  person  presiding  in  his  absence, 
shall  leave  the  chair  before  the  business  of  the  meeting  is 
finished,  and  without  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  meet¬ 
ing,  he  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  L.10.  10s. 
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22.  Each  meeting  shall  be  constituted  by  the  Secretary, 
or  the  person  officiating  for  him,  reading  the  accustomed 
prayer,*  five  minutes  after  the  hour  appointed  in  the  billets 
of  summons. 

23.  The  roll  of  Fellows  shall  then  be  read  over  by  the 
Secretary,  and  the  names  of  the  Fellows  present  marked. 

24.  After  calling  the  roll,  the  Secretary  shall  read  the 
Minutes  of  the  last  meeting,  and,  when  their  accuracy  has 
been  admitted,  the  same  shall  be  signed  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent.  Documents  referred  to  in  the  minutes,  and  altera¬ 
tions  of  the  minutes  authorised  by  the  College,  shall  be 
authenticated  by  the  President’s  attaching  his  initials  to 
them.  The  minutes,  with  the  relative  documents,  shall  af¬ 
terwards  be  engrossed  in  the  sederunt-book  on  the  responsi¬ 
bility  of  the  Secretary. 

25.  The  business  of  the  day  shall  then  be  considered, 
beginning  with  that  which  the  President  may  have  to  pro¬ 
pose,  and  then  proceeding  to  such  as  may  be  moved  by  any 
of  the  Fellows. 

26.  If  any  special  business  is  fixed  to  be  discussed  on  a 
particular  day,  and  is  accordingly  specified  in  the  billets, 
the  business  shall  proceed  absolutely,  although  a  paper  or¬ 
dered  to  be  circulated  shall,  from  any  negligence,  not  have 
been  left  at  the  house  of  every  Fellow  ;  and  to  obviate  any 
inconvenience  on  that  account,  a  copy  shall  be  left  with 
the  Secretary  for  the  information  of  Fellows. 

27.  Competition  for  priority,  either  for  proposing  busi¬ 
ness,  or  speaking  on  subjects  already  proposed  and  under 
discussion,  shall  be  determined  in  favour  of  the  person  who 
first  rises  to  speak  ;  and  when  this  is  a  matter  of  doubt,  it 
shall  be  determined  in  favour  of  the  senior  Fellow. 

28.  In  a  meeting  held  on  the  requisition  of  Fellows,  the 
President  shall  desire  those  by  whom  it  was  signed,  to  state 
the  business  for  which  the  meeting  was  called  ;  which  shall 


*  This  prayer  is  in  the  following  terms  :  “  0  eternal  God,  our 
loving  and  merciful  Father  in  Christ  Jesus — Seeing  we  are  con¬ 
vened  to  treat  of  those  things  which  concern  our  calling,  we  be¬ 
seech  thee,  O  Lord,  to  he  merciful  to  us,  and  give  us  grace  to  pro¬ 
ceed  therein  without  malice,  grudge,  or  partiality  :  so  that  the 
things  we  do  may  tend  to  the  glory  of  God,  the  weal  of  our  voca¬ 
tion,  and  the  comfort  of  every  member  of  it ^-through  Jesus 
Christ  our  only  Lord  and  Saviour.

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be  considered,  before  the  proposal  of  any  other  Fellow  is 
received. 

29-  Every  Fellow,  in  speaking,  shall  respectfully  address 
himself  to  the  President ;  and  no  one  shall  interrupt  ano¬ 
ther  in  speaking,  when  a  question  is  before  the  meeting. 

30.  No  Fellow  shall  speak  oftener  than  twice  on  the 
same  question,  without  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the 
meeting. 

31.  Every  motion  shall  be  stated  in  writing,  if  required 
by  the  Secretary  or  any  Fellow  ;  and  before  it  is  taken  into 
consideration,  shall  be  seconded  by  at  least  one  Fellow  : 
Nor  shall  any  motion  be  considered,  unless  the  purport 
of  it  has  been  distinctly  stated  immediately  after  the 
reading  of  the  minutes. 


OF  VOTING. 

32.  All  questions  shall  be  determined  by  the  votes  of 
the  majority,  if  not  otherwise  provided  for  by  the  laws. 

33.  The  President  shall,  in  every  question,  have  one 
vote  as  an  Ordinary  Fellow ;  and  thereafter  shall  vote 
again  when  the  votes  are  equal. 

34.  When  votes  are  taken,  the  President  shall  call 
over  the  roll ;  and  those  on  each  side  of  the  question  shall 
be  marked  and  certified  by  the  Secretary. 

35.  The  Secretary,  on  being  required  by  any  Fellow, 
shall  mark  down  the  names  of  those  voting  on  opposite 
sides  of  any  particular  question,  and  shall  insert  them  in 
the  Minutes. 

36.  No  Fellow  shall  vote  on  any  question,  or  hold  any 
office,  if  he  owes  more  than  L.2  to  the  College,  whether 
the  same  shall  have  been  incurred  by  fines  or  otherwise. 

37.  When  any  new  law,  or  alteration,  or  repeal  of  an 
old  law  is  proposed,  the  motion  for  that  purpose  shall  lie 
on  the  table  till  the  next  meeting.  The  billets  of  sum¬ 
mons  shall  intimate  the  nature  of  the  motion ;  and  it  shall 
not  be  admitted,  if  not  approved  of  by  two-thirds  of  the 
Fellows  who  vote. 
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38.  Every  motion,  whose  effect  is  to  alter  or  repeal  any 
of  the  existing  laws,  shall  contain  a  specification  of  all  the 
laws  so  affected  by  it,  and  of  the  alterations  contemplated 
in  each  ;  and  if,  on  discussing  the  motion,  it  is  found  that 
such  specification  is  incomplete,  the  discussion  shall  be 
adjourned,  unless  the  College,  by  a  show  of  hands,  decide 
otherwise. 

39.  When  any  sum  exceeding  L.10  is  proposed  to  be 
voted  from  the  funds,  the  motion  with  regard  to  it  shall 
lie  on  the  table  till  the  next  meeting.  The  billets  for 
such  next  meeting  shall  intimate  the  substance  of  the 
motion ;  and  it  shall  be  rejected  if  not  approved  of  by 
two-thirds  of  the  Fellows  who  vote. 

40.  Whenever  a  meeting  is  to  be  summoned,  the  Offi¬ 
cer  shall  call  upon  the  Secretary  to  furnish  him  with  a  note 
of  the  motion  or  motions,  (if  there  be  any),  which  require 
by  the  laws  to  be  mentioned  in  the  billets  of  summons ; 
which  note  the  Secretary  shall  furnish  accordingly. 

41.  If  the  Secretary,  on  being  called  on  by  the  Officer, 
shall  neglect  to  furnish  him  with  a  note  of  such  motions  as 
are  required  to  be  mentioned  in  the  billets  for  summoning 
a  meeting,  he  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  10s. 


OF  COMMITTEES. 

42.  When  any  business  is  referred  to  a  Committee,  the 
Convener,  and  all  the  Members  thereof,  shall  be  nominated 
by  vote. 

43.  The  President  is  ex  ojjicio  a  Member  of  every 
Committee. 

44.  At  the  appointment  of  every  Committee,  a  time 
shall  be  fixed  for  the  business  being  finished  which  the 
meeting  intrust  to  it. 

45.  Accounts  and  all  other  expenses  incurred  by  Com¬ 
mittees  shall  be  reported  as  regularly  as  possible  to  the 
Quarterly  Meetings  of  Auditors.

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CHAPTER  II. 

ELECTION  OF  OFFICE-BEARERS,  AND  THEIR 
RESPECTIVE  DUTIES. 


1.  All  Fellows  who  practise  in  Edinburgh  or  its  sub¬ 
urbs,  shall  serve  in  those  offices  to  which  they  are  elected, 
under  the  penalty  of  L.5  to  the  funds,  if  not  otherwise 
provided  for  by  the  laws. 


OFFICE-BEARERS  WHO  ARE  ANNUALLY  ELECTED. 

President. 

2.  The  President*  shall  he  elected  annually,  on  the 
third  Wednesday  of  October,  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of 
the  Fellows  present  at  a  meeting  called  for  the  purpose. 

3.  If  the  President  shall  be  absent  from  Edinburgh  for 
more  than  twenty-four  hours  without  intimating  his  ab¬ 
sence  to  the  Treasurer ;  or  if,  after  such  intimation,  the 
Treasurer  absent  himself  without  giving  intimation  to  the 
oldest  President,  they  shall  respectively  forfeit  L.l.  Is. 


Council. 

4.  On  the  President  being  elected,  he  shall,  with  the 
approbation  of  the  College,  appoint  a  committee  of  six 
Ordinary  Fellows,  who,  together  with  the  Treasurer  for  the 
time  being,  shall  form  a  Council,  to  assist  him  with  their 


*  By  the  constitution  of  the  burgh,  the  President  still  holds  the 
office  of  Deacon  of  the  Incorporation  of  Surgeons,  and  as  such  is  a 
Member  of  the  Convenery. 
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advice,  when  he  shall  desire  it.  Three  of  this  Committee 
shall  be  a  quorum. 

5.  The  Members  of  the  President’s  Council  who  do 
not  attend  meetings  of  the  Council  when  regularly  sum¬ 
moned,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  2s.  6d. 


Treasurer.

6.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  on  the  same  day  with 
the  President,  annually. 

7*  The  Treasurer  shall  call  for  and  receive  all  money 
and  debts  due  to  the  College ;  and  when  any  difficulty  oc¬ 
curs  to  him  in  the  execution  of  this  part  of  his  office,  he 
shall  inform  the  College  thereof ;  whose  instructions  he 
shall  strictly  observe,  under  the  penalty  of  paying  to  the 
funds  a  fifth  part  of  all  sums  to  which  the  said  instructions 
shall  relate. 

8.  All  accounts  due  by  the  College  shall  be  paid  quar¬ 
terly  by  the  Treasurer,  as  regularly  as  possible. 

9.  The  Treasurer  shall  take  no  security  for  debts  due 
to  the  College,  without  the  authority  of  the  President  and 
his  Council,  otherwise  he  shall  be  liable  for  the  same ;  nor 
shall  he  expend  more  than  L.3,  without  that  authority,  ex¬ 
cept  on  the  repairs  of  houses :  And  when  in  this  case  the 
expense  exceeds  L.5,  and  happens  to  be  necessary  before 
any  of  the  ordinary  meetings  of  the  College,  he  shall 
consult  the  President  and  Council  on  the  propriety  and 
extent  of  the  same,  and  shall  be  regulated  by  their  deter¬ 
mination. 

10.  The  Treasurer  shall  balance  his  accounts  every  year, 
on  the  30th  July,  or,  if  that  day  shall  happen  to  be  Sun¬ 
day,  on  the  29th  July,  and  shall  deliver,  or  cause  to  be 
delivered  to  the  Lammas  meeting,  a  report  signed  by  at 
least  three  of  the  Auditors  of  accounts,  containing  his 
charge  and  discharge  of  the  money  belonging  to  the 
funds,  with  a  true  state  of  these  accounts,  under  the  pe¬ 
nalty  of  L.5,  and  of  being  ineligible  to  the  office  of 
Treasurer  in  all  time  coming ;  unless  it  shall  appear,  that 
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the  Auditors  had  neglected  or  refused  to  meet  him  for  that 
purpose,  after  he  had  required  them  so  to  do,  and  had 
given  them  at  least  forty-eight  hours  warning  of  the 
proposed  meeting,  by  a  billet  left  at  each  of  their  houses. 
And  he  shall  not  engage  the  College  in  any  law-suit, 
either  for  the  recovery  of  debts,  or  on  any  other  account, 
without  the  approbation  of  a  meeting. 

11.  TV  hen  the  Treasurer  is  in  advance  of  money  for  the 
College,  he  shall  be  allowed  legal  interest  for  the  same,  on 
satisfying  the  President  and  Council  of  the  necessity  of 
such  advance. 

12.  The  Treasurer  shall  pay  L.5  annually,  from  the 
funds  of  the  College,  to  the  Curators  of  the  University 
Library,  for  increasing  the  same,  in  terms  of  an  agreement 
which  took  place  in  1763,  by  which  every  Fellow  of  this 
College  has  right  to  borrow  books  from  the  said  Library. 

13.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  regular  book  of  ac¬ 
counts,  containing  lists  of  all  debts  due  by  and  to  the  funds, 
and  a  copy  of  his  annual  fitted  account ;  which  book  shall 
be  produced  yearly  at  the  Lammas  meeting,  under  the 
penalty  of  One  Guinea ;  and  the  fitted  account  shall  re¬ 
main  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary  for  the  inspection  of 
the  Fellows. 

14.  The  Treasurer  may  retain  L.30  in  his  hands;  but 
whenever  he  shall  have  more  than  L.30  in  his  possession, 
the  surplus  shall  be  lodged  in  some  respectable  Banking 
House,  approved  of  by  the  College ;  and  when  the  funds 
so  lodged  shall  amount  to  L.200,  they  shall  be  lent  out 
on  heritable  or  personal  bonds,  or  other  good  security,  of 
which  the  President  and  his  Council  shall  approve. 

15.  The  interest  of  all  Banker's  notes  and  bonds  for 
the  aforesaid  sums,  shall  be  regularly  stated  to  the  credit  of 
the  College. 

16.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  entitled  to  a  yearly  salary  of 
L.30,  for  his  trouble  in  managing  the  affairs  of  the  College. 

17.  All  annuities  from  the  funds  of  the  College  shall 
be  granted  only  during  pleasure,  and  be  liable  to  such 
alterations  as  the  College  shall  think  fit ;  and  a  list  of  the 
whole  shall  be  annually  submitted  to  the  College  at  the 
Lammas  meeting  by  the  Treasurer,  who  shall  then  receive 
directions  respecting  them  for  the  ensuing  year. 
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Auditors  of  Accounts. 

18.  On  the  same  day,  annually,  with  the  election  of  the 
President,  five  Fellows,  of  whom  three  shall  be  a  quorum, 
shall  be  chosen  as  a  Committee,  to  examine  and  audit  the 
Treasurer’s  annual  account. 

19-  On  the  day  of  the  annual  balance  of  the  Treasurer’s 
accounts,  (see  sect.  10.  of  this  Chap.)  this  Committee  shall 
prepare  and  sign  a  report,  to  be  presented  to  the  College 
at  the  Lammas  meeting. 

20.  The  Auditors  of  accounts  shall  meet  quarterly  as  a 
finance  committee  along  with  the  President  and  Treasurer, 
and  besides  comparing  the  accounts  with  the  vouchers,  as¬ 
certaining  their  accuracy,  and  sanctioning  their  payment, 
shall  report  to  the  College  the  amount  of  the  quarterly  ex¬ 
penditure,  with  any  observations  that  may  occur  to  them, 
in  reference  to  its  future  reduction  or  better  regulation. 

21.  The  Auditors  of  accounts  who  do  not  attend  the 
meeting  for  auditing  the  Treasurer’s  accounts,  shall  be  liable 
to  a  fine  of  L.l.  Is.  each. 


Librarian ,  and  Library  Committee. 

22.  On  the  same  day  with  the  election  of  President,  the 
College  shall  choose  one  of  their  number  to  act  as  Libra¬ 
rian  for  the  ensuing  year ;  and  four  Ordinary  F ellows 
shall  at  the  same  time  be  chosen,  who,  along  with  the 
Librarian,  shall  be  the  Library  Committee;  and  who  shall 
from  time  to  time  inspect  the  state  of  the  Books  belonging 
to  the  College,  and  report  thereon  when  necessary. 

23.  When  a  book  is  presented  to  the  College,  or  pro¬ 
posed  to  be  purchased,  if  any  objection  be  made  to  its  re¬ 
ception  or  purchase,  the  subject  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Library  Committee,  to  report  to  the  following  meeting  of 
the  College. 
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Curators  and  Conservator  of  Museum. 

24.  On  the  same  day,  two  Fellows  shall  be  elected,  by 
signed  lists,  as  Curators  of  the  Museum  for  the  ensuing 
year,  in  the  room  of  the  two  who  are  to  go  out  by  rotation, 
(see  Chap.  VIII.  sect.  1,  2,  3.);  and  at  the  same  time  a 
person  duly  qualified  shall  be  elected  as  Conservator  of  the 
Museum,  (see  Chap.  VIII.  sect.  12.) 


Examinators. 

25.  At  the  Annual  Meeting  for  the  election  of  a  Presi¬ 
dent,  a  list  prepared  by  the  Secretary  shall  be  exhibited  by 
him,  of  all  those  Fellows  who  have  previously  declined  act¬ 
ing  as  Examinators,  in  consequence  of  having  served  ten 
or  more  years  ;  and  to  this  list  shall  be  added  the  names 
of  all  those  Fellows  entitled  by  law  to  decline  service  for 
the  ensuing  year  or  for  the  future,  who  shall  have  intimat¬ 
ed  to  the  Secretary  in  writing,  at  that  meeting,  their  wish 
to  avail  themselves  of  their  privilege,  and  the  names  of 
those  Fellows  who  are  ineligible  as  Examinators,  by  law  32 
of  this  chapter. 

26.  At  the  same  meeting,  each  Fellow  present  shall  give 
a  signed  list  to  the  Secretary,  containing  the  names  of 
twelve  Fellows  for  performing  the  duties  of  Examinators 
for  the  ensuing  year;  all  of  whom  must  have  been  Fellows 
of  the  College  for  the  space  of  one  year. 

27.  At  the  same  meeting,  a  Committee  of  two  Fellows 
shall  be  named  to  examine  the  lists  along  with  the  Secre¬ 
tary  ;  and  the  twelve  Fellows  who  are  found  to  have  the 
greatest  number  of  votes  shall  be  reported  to  the  meeting, 
when  they  shall  be  declared  Examinators  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

28.  When  two  or  more  Fellows  have  an  equality  of 
votes,  the  senior  Fellow  shall  be  returned. 

29.  The  twelve  Fellows  thus  elected  shall  be  divided 
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into  three  classes,*  each  consisting  of  four,  three  of  whom 
shall  be  a  quorum. 

30.  If  one  or  more  Examinators  die  while  in  office,  or 
if  circumstances  occur  which  render  it  inconvenient  for  any 
upon  the  list  of  Examinators  to  continue  to  hold  the  office, 
(of  which  the  College  is  to  judge),  in  either  of  these  events, 
the  election  of  another  Examinator  or  Examinators  shall 
take  place  in  the  manner  above  directed,  at  a  meeting  call¬ 
ed  for  the  purpose. 

31.  If  any  Fellow  have  served  for  two  years  succes¬ 
sively,  or  if,  (having  been  elected  to  supply  a  vacancy  caused 
by  the  death  or  retirement  of  an  Examinator),  he  have 
served  during  a  part  of  one  year,  and  the  whole  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing  year,  he  shall  have  it  in  his  power  to  decline  the 
office  for  the  two  years  immediately  succeeding,  provided 
that  he  declare  his  intention  at  the  Annual  Meeting  for 
electing  a  President ;  and  all  who  have  acted  for  ten  years 
as  Examinators,  shall  be  entitled  to  decline  the  office  in  all 
time  coming. 

32.  Fellows  who  give  Lectures  on  subjects  constituting 
part  of  the  curriculum  of  study  prescribed  by  the  College, 
shall  not  be  eligible  as  Examinators. 

33.  All  meetings  of  Examinators  shall  be  held  in  the 
Hall  at  two  o’clock,  p.m.,  or  at  such  other  hour  as  the  Ex¬ 
aminators  shall  fix,  with  permission  of  the  College  ;  and 
L.2.  2s.  shall  be  allowed  from  the  funds  for  every  meeting 
of  a  quorum  of  Examinators,  being  10s.  6d.  to  each  Exami¬ 
nator  when  they  are  all  present,  and  14s.  when  three  only 
attend. 

34.  The  meeting  shall  be  constituted  as  soon  as  a  quo¬ 
rum  is  present. 

35.  If  there  be  not  a  quorum  at  ten  minutes  past  the 
hour  appointed,  the  absentees  shall  be  fined  2s.  6d.  each. 
Such  as  do  not  attend  till  twenty  minutes  after  the  hour 


*  On  the  19th  October  1836,  the  College  resolved,  that  the  Ex¬ 
aminators,  when  elected,  shall  be  arranged  on  the  principle  that  the 
number  of  years  each  lias  served  shall  determine  his  seniority  ; 
and  that  in  cases  of  equality  in  this  respect,  the  seniority  of  the  ex¬ 
aminators  shall  be  determined  by  the  priority  of  their  entry  as 
Fellows.  This  decision  has  merely  the  force  of  a  resolution,"  not 
of  a  law. 
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shall  be  fined  5s. :  and  if  a  quorum  shall  not  be  present  at 
half  an  hour  after  the  time  of  meeting,  the  absentees  shall 
pay  10s.  fid.  each,  in  addition  to  the  said  fine  of  5s. 

3fi.  Any  Examinator  may  send  a  substitute,  not  of  the 
same  class  with  himself. 

37.  Examinators  shall  not  be  obliged  to  continue  their 
sederunts  longer  than  two  hours  at  one  diet ;  and  when 
there  are  more  candidates  than  what  can  be  examined  at 
one  sitting,  the  different  classes  of  Examinators  shall  sit  in 
succession  every  day,  till  all  the  Candidates  are  examined. 

38.  The  Secretary  shall  insert  in  the  Minute-book,  the 
names  of  the  Examinators  present  at  every  such  meeting. 


Assessors ,  and  the  Board  for  Conducting  Examinations 

for  the  Fellowship. 

39.  The  Board  for  Examining  Candidates  for  the  Fel¬ 
lowship  shall  consist  of  four  Examinators,  and  three  As¬ 
sessors  ;  the  President  of  the  College  being  one  of  the 
latter. 

40.  Three  Examinators  and  two  Assessors  shall  consti¬ 
tute  a  quorum  of  the  Board. 

41.  The  classes  of  Examinators  shall  be  called  to  this 
duty  in  succession,  without  reference  to  the  rotation  in 
which  they  are  summoned  to  the  ordinary  examination. 

42.  At  the  Annual  Meeting  for  the  election  of  Office¬ 
bearers,  four  Fellows  shall  be  chosen  by  signed  lists,  and 
by  a  majority  of  votes,  from  among  the  number  of  those 
who  have  been  Presidents  or  Examinators,  to  be  Assessors 
for  the  ensuing  year  ;  and  the  President  shall  cause  two  of 
these  Assessors  in  rotation,  to  be  called  to  each  Meeting  of 
the  Board  along  with  himself. 

43.  A  fee  of  L.3.  13s.  fid.  shall  be  allowed  from  the  funds, 
for  every  Meeting  of  a  quorum  of  this  Board,  and  shall  be 
divisible  among  those  who  attend. 
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Trustees  of  the  Widows'1  Fund. 

44.  At  Lammas,  yearly,  when  the  oldest  Trustee  on  the 
list  goes  out  by  rotation,  it  is  provided  by  the  Act  of  Par¬ 
liament  for  establishing  this  Fund,  that  a  new  Trustee  shall 
be  elected  in  his  stead  by  the  Contributors,  who  may  re¬ 
elect  the  same  person,  and  he  thereupon  becomes  the 
lowest  on  the  list. 

45.  At  the  Lammas  meeting  yearly,  the  Trustees  shall 
present  a  list  of  the  Contributors  alive  at  the  Whitsunday 
preceding. 

46.  The  other  duties  of  the  Trustees,  and  of  their  Col¬ 
lector  and  Clerk,  and  all  other  regulations  respecting  the 
Widows’  Fund,  are  fixed  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed 
in  the  27th  year  of  Geo.  III.  by  which  that  fund  was 
established;  and  by  another  Act  passed  in  the  53d  year 
of  Geo.  III.  by  which  certain  alterations  and  improve¬ 
ments  were  introduced  respecting  the  Fund.  Reference  is 
here  made  to  these  two  Acts  of  Parliament,  both  of  which 
are  printed,  and  are  in  the  hands  of  all  the  Contributors. 


Trustees  of  Auxiliary  Widows'1  Fund. 

47*  At  the  Lammas  meeting  yearly,  when  the  oldest 
Trustee  for  the  Auxiliary  Widows’  Fund  goes  out  by  rota¬ 
tion,  a  new  Trustee  shall  be  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy;  but 
the  College  may  re-elect  the  same  person,  as  in  the  case  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  Widows’  Fund. 


Manager  of  the  Charity  Workhouse. 

48.  At  the  Whitsunday  Meeting,  annually,  a  Fellow 
shall  be  elected  Manager  of  the  Charity  Workhouse,  to 
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be  returned  to  the  Managers  of  that  establishment  at  their 
Lammas  meeting.* 


OFFICE-BEARERS  WHO  HOLD  THEIR  OFFICES  DURING 

PLEASURE. 

1.  Secretary  and  Clerk. 

49.  When  the  office  of  Secretary  is  vacant,  a  person  of 
character,  properly  qualified,  shall  be  chosen  at  a  meeting 
expressly  called  for  the  purpose ;  the  object  thereof  being 
notified  to  all  the  Fellows  in  the  billets  of  summons. 

50.  The  person  chosen  Secretary  is  at  the  same  time 
appointed  Clerk  to  the  Incorporation. 

51.  The  Secretary  shall  hold  his  office  during  the  plea¬ 
sure  of  the  College. 

52.  The  Secretary  shall  be  present  at  every  meeting,  or 
shall  send  a  deputy,  whose  qualifications  are  satisfactory  to 
the  College,  to  officiate  in  his  stead  ;  and  shall  regularly 
enter  minutes  of  all  the  proceedings  in  the  Minute-book,  and 
copy  them,  after  they  have  been  approved  of  by  the  next 
meeting,  into  the  Sederunt-book. 

53.  The  Secretary  shall  be  present  at  all  meetings  of 
the  President’s  Council,  when  required,  and  shall  enter  in  a 
book,  to  be  kept  for  the  purpose,  a  minute  of  their  decisions 
in  all  matters  brought  before  them,  which  are  not  referred 
by  them  to  the  College.  This  Minute-book  shall  be  laid  on 
the  table  of  the  College  at  the  regular  Quarterly  Meetings, 
and  at  any  other  Meeting,  upon  intimation  being  given 
to  the  Secretary,  by  any  of  the  Fellows,  that  it  will  be 
required. 

54.  The  Secretary  shall  transact  all  the  law  business  of 
the  College,  including  the  writing  of  bonds  or  other  secu¬ 
rities. 


*  On  the  day  of  annual  elections,  the  College  are  in  the  habit  of 
electing  the  following  Standing  committees ; — viz. 

1.  Committee  on  Pensions. 

2.  Ditto  on  Registration. 
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55.  The  Secretary  shall  write  all  indentures  between 
Fellows  and  their  Apprentices,  and  likewise  all  discharges 
of  their  indentures,  charging  for  the  same  according  to 
the  Regulations  made  on  that  subject  :  And  not  only  shall 
every  indenture  written  by  any  other  be  null  and  void, 
but  every  Fellow  who  shall  employ  another  person  for  that 
purpose,  shall  forfeit  L.10  sterling,  toties  quoties. 

56.  The  Secretary  shall  receive  a  salary  of  L.60  sterling 
annually,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  following  Fees  in  the 
discharge  of  his  office.

57.  No  extract  from  the  Minutes  of  the  College  shall 
be  delivered  to  any  Fellow,  without  an  express  order  of 
the  College  to  that  purpose,  till  such  Minutes  have  been 
approved  of,  and  put  on  the  records  of  the  College  at  a

meeting  subsequent  to  that  at  which  the  business  referred 
to  was  transacted  ;  nor  shall  any  Fellow  have  access  to  such 
Minutes  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary,  till  they  have  been 
so  approved  of,  and  recorded. 

58.  The  Secretary  shall  at  no  time  allow  copies  of  the 
Minutes  to  be  taken  from  the  books,  nor  the  books  them¬ 
selves  to  be  out  of  his  possession. 

59.  The  Secretary  shall,  every  quarter,  at  the  expense 
of  the  College,  publish  the  names  of  those  who  have  received 
Diplomas  from  the  College  during  the  preceding  three 
months,  in  the  form  prescribed  Chap.  VII. 

60.  The  Secretary  shall,  at  every  Quarterly  Meeting, 
give  in  a  list  of  all  Apprentices  for  whom  he  has  executed 
indentures  since  the  preceding  Meeting. 

61.  The  Secretary  shall  pay  over  to  the  Treasurer,  once 
a  quarter,  all  sums  received  by  him  on  behalf  of  the  Col¬ 
lege. 

62.  A  state  of  all  the  funds  belonging  to  the  College, 
viz.  the  Ordinary  Fund,  Widows’  Fund,  and  Auxiliary 
Widows’  Fund,  shall  be  made  out  by  the  Secretary  every 
Lammas,  and  printed. 


2.  Officer. 

63.  The  Officer  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority,  at  a 
meeting  expressly  called  for  the  purpose ;  the  business  of 
the  meeting  being  expressed  in  the  billets  for  summoning 
the  same. 

64.  His  office  shall  be  held  during  pleasure. 

65.  He  shall  keep  the  Hall  clean,  and  in  good  order, 
and  shall  attend  at  the  door  at  every  meeting ;  he  shall 
write  and  despatch  all  billets  for  summoning  the  Fellows  ; 
he  shall  at  all  times  be  ready  to  perform  the  business  of 
the  College,  and  shall  not  allow  any  other  occupation  to  in¬ 
terfere  therewith. 

66.  He  shall  receive  a  salary  of  L.30  annually ;  and 
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shall  be  entitled  to  the  following  Fees  in  the  discharge  of  his 
duty  : —

CHAPTER  III. 

OF  FINES. 

1.  All  fines  shall  be  regularly  entered  in  a  book,  to 
be  kept  for  the  purpose  by  the  Secretary ;  which  book 
shall  be  laid  upon  the  table  at  every  meeting,  to  give  an 
opportunity  to  the  Fellows  to  appeal,  when  they  have  a 
lawful  excuse. 

2.  Whoever  appeals  against  a  fine,  shall  pay  double 
the  amount  if  he  is  found  liable  by  a  majority. 

3.  The  fines  shall  be  collected  by  the  Secretary. 

4.  A  state  of  the  whole  fines  shall  be  made  up  annu¬ 
ally  by  the  Secretary,  and  presented  at  the  Martinmas 
meeting,  and  a  note  of  the  amount  due  by  every  resident 
Fellow  shall  then  be  sent  to  him  for  payment,  with  inti¬ 
mation,  that  if  not  paid  before  the  Candlemas  meeting 
following,  he  shall  incur  a  penalty  of  one-fourth  part  of 
the  said  fines  ;  and  if  not  paid  on  or  before  the  Whitsun¬ 
day  thereafter,  he  shall  be  subjected  to  a  prosecution  in 
the  Treasurer’s  name  for  the  amount  of  the  whole. 

5.  The  whole  fines  collected  during  the  year  shall  be 
entered  by  the  Secretary  in  a  separate  account,  and  paid 
over  by  him  to  the  Treasurer  previously  to  the  annual 
balance  of  his  accounts,  (see  Chap.  II.  sect.  10.) 


*  This  fee  is  paid  from  the  funds  of  the  College,  as  the  price  paid 
for  a  Diploma  includes  all  charges.

CHAPTER  IV. 

OF  THE  ADMISSION  OF  ORDINARY  FELLOWS. 


OF  CANDIDATES. 

1.  No  person  shall  be  permitted  to  become  a  candidate 
for  admission  as  a  Fellow,  who  has  not  received  the  ordinary 
diploma  as  Licentiate  of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of 
Edinburgh,  or  the  diploma  of  some  other  College  of  Sur¬ 
geons,  or  public  body  legally  entitled  to  grant  Surgical 
diplomas  or  licences,  and  requiring  a  course  of  education 
of  not  less  extent  and  duration  than  that  required  by  this 
College. 

2.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  a  Fellow,  who  is  under 
twenty-one  years  of  age. 

3.  When  several  persons  apply  for  admission  at  the 
same  time,  their  priority  of  admission  shall  be  determined 
as  follows : — 

a.  Sons  and  Sons-in-law  of  Fellows,  according  to  the 

priority  of  the  admission  of  their  Fathers  and 
Fathers-in-law. 

b.  Apprentices,  according  to  the  dates  of  their  Inden¬ 

tures  ;  and,  these  being  of  the  same  dates,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  priority  of  their  applications. 

c.  The  admission  of  all  others  shall  depend  upon  the 

priority  of  their  applications. 

4.  No  petition  shall  be  received  by  the  President,  until 
he  receive  evidence  that  the  Candidate  has  lodged  his 
entry-money  with  the  Treasurer :  or  with  the  President  or 
Secretary,  if  the  Treasurer  is  absent. 

5.  No  Candidate  shall  be  admitted  until  he  has  pro¬ 
duced  to  the  College  his  ticket  as  a  Burgess  of  the  City  of 
Edinburgh. 
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6.  No  Candidate  who  has  served  an  Apprenticeship  of 
five  years  with  a  Fellow,  shall  be  admitted  to  examination 
on  the  footing  of  an  Apprentice,  until  he  has  lodged 
with  the  President  his  discharged  Indenture,  or  a  certi¬ 
ficate  from  the  Secretary  that  such  Indenture  has  been 
discharged. 


OF  THE  ENTRY-MONEY. 

7*  Sons  of  those  Fellows  who  have  entered  on  or  before 
the  15th  of  May  1820,  shall  pay  L.8.  6s.  8d.  as  entry- 
money  to  the  College,  besides  L.3.  13s.  6d.  for  the  fees  of 
examination. 

8.  Sons- in-law  of  Fellows  who  have  entered  on  or  before 
the  15th  of  May  1820,  shall  pay  L.16.  13s.  4d.  as  entry- 
money,  and  L.3.  13s.  6d.  for  the  fees  of  examination. 

9.  The  entry-money  of  Sons  and  Sons-in-law  of  Fel¬ 
lows  who  have  entered  subsequently  to  the  15th  May  1820, 
or  who  shall  enter  in  future,  shall  be  L.100. 

10.  The  entry-money  of  all  who  have  served  regularly 
as  Apprentices  for  the  freedom,  and  whose  Indentures 
have  been  executed  before  the  20th  of  November  1811, 
shall  be  L.43.  6s.  8d.  If  the  indentures  have  been  execut¬ 
ed  on  or  after  that  date,  the  entry-money  shall  be  L.100. 

N.  B. — All  the  before-mentioned  classes  of  Entrants, 
besides  the  entry- money  payable  to  the  College,  shall 
pay  L.30  to  the  Auxiliary  Widows'1  Fund.  (See 
Appendix  to  Chapter  IX.  sect.  3.) 

11.  The  entry-money  of  all  other  persons  shall  be 
L.250. 

12.  The  half  of  all  entry- moneys  that  are  received  for 
the  admission  of  Fellows  belongs  to  the  Widows’  Fund, 
agreeably  to  the  Acts  of  Parliament  establishing  that  lund; 
and  the  same  shall  accordingly  be  paid  over  by  the  Trea¬ 
surer,  or  other  person  receiving  it,  to  the  Collector  ol  the 
Fund,  immediately  after  the  admission  of  each  Fellow. 
The  other  half  belongs  to  the  Ordinary  Funds  of  the 
College.

OF  PROBATIONARY  ESSAYS,  AND  PROCEDURE  AT 

EXAMINATIONS. 

13.  Every  Candidate  shall  lodge  with  the  President  a 
petition  for  admission,  together  with  a  Probationary  Essay 
on  some  subject  comprehended  in  the  curriculum  of  study. 

14.  The  Probationary  Essay  shall  be  sent  for  perusal 
to  all  the  members  of  the  Board  for  examining  the  Candi¬ 
date.  (See  Chap.  II.  sect.  39 — 42.) 

15.  After  the  Essay  has  been  circulated,  and  after  the 
lapse  of  not  less  than  fifteen  days  from  its  delivery  to  the 
President,  it  shall  be  in  his  power  to  summon  the  Board 
for  examining  the  Candidate. 

16.  It  shall  be  competent  to  the  Board  to  examine  on 
any  subject  embraced  in  the  curriculum  of  education  pre¬ 
scribed  by  the  College,  and  to  take  into  consideration  the 
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merits,  literary  and  professional,  of  the  probationary  Essay. 
In  conducting  this  Examination,  regard  is  to  be  paid  to 
the  age  of  the  Candidate,  and  the  opportunities  of  experience 
which  he  has  enjoyed. 

17-  If  the  Board  decide  favourably,  they  shall  report 
their  opinion  to  the  College,  in  order  that  the  Candidate 
may  be  publicly  received  as  a  Fellow,  either  at  the  meeting 
at  which  the  report  is  presented  or  at  a  subsequent  one. 

18.  After  he  has  been  received,  he  shall  print  his  Essay, 
according  to  a  form  lodged  with  the  Secretary,  and  bearing 
the  following  title  :

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19.  A  copy  of  the  printed  Essay  shall  be  sent  by  the 
new  member  to  each  resident  Fellow.  He  shall  also  send 
one  copy  to  the  Secretary,  two  to  the  library  of  the  Royal 
College,  and  two  to  the  library  of  the  University. 

20.  If  the  Board  are  not  satisfied  with  the  Candidate’s 
proficiency,  they  shall  intimate  their  decision  to  him,  and 
at  the  same  time  inform  him,  that  he  is  at  liberty  to  appeal 
from  their  judgment  to  that  of  the  College,  at  a  special 
meeting  to  be  called  for  the  purpose. 

21.  If  the  Candidate  acquiesce  in  the  decision  of  the 
Board,  his  Probationary  Essay  shall  be  returned  to  him ; 
but,  if  he  do  not,  it  shall  be  retained  by  the  Board  for  three 
days  ;  and  in  case  of  his  not  intimating  to  the  President, 
within  that  time,  his  intention  to  appeal,  his  right  of  doing 
so  shall  cease. 

22.  If  the  Candidate  exercise  his  right  of  appeal,  his 
Essay  shall  be  produced  at  the  meeting  of  the  College,  in 
the  same  state  in  which  it  was  presented  to  the  Board. 


OF  PROCEDURE  AT  ADMISSION. 

23.  At  the  meeting  for  the  admission  of  the  Candidate, 
he  shall  be  called  in  and  informed  of  the  resolution  of  the 
College ;  but  before  taking  his  seat  as  a  F ellow,  he  shall 
make  a  declaration  to  the  following  effect,  which  he  shall 
subscribe  at  the  same  time  in  the  Sederunt-book  :  “I 
44  hereby  promise,  faithfully  to  maintain  and  defend  all  the 
44  rights,  liberties,  and  privileges  of  the  Royal  College  and 
44  Incorporation  of  Surgeons  of  Edinburgh,  and  promote 
44  the  interests  thereof  to  the  utmost  of  my  power.  I  also 
44  promise,  faithfully  to  obey  all  the  laws  of  the  said  Royal 
44  College  and  Incorporation,  made,  and  to  be  made;  or,  in 
44  failure  thereof,  to  pay  the  several  fines  and  forfeitures  im- 
44  posed  by  the  laws,  for  breach  or  non-observance  of  the 
44  same.” 

24.  Every  Fellow,  on  his  admission,  shall  subscribe  a 
bond  obliging  himself  to  pay  his  contributions  to  the  Wi¬ 
dows’  Fund  regularly  as  they  become  due. 

25.  Every  Fellow,  on  his  admission,  shall  receive  a 
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Diploma,  engraved  on  vellum,  with  the  seal  of  the  College 
appended;  he  paying  the  Secretary’s  and  Officer’s  fees,  and 
the  expense  of  the  document  itself.  The  Diploma  shall  be 
in  the  following  terms  :

CHAPTER  V. 


OF  THE  ELECTION  OF  HONORARY  FELLOWS. 


1.  The  election  ol  Honorary  Fellows  shall  be  confined 
to  those  who  have  distinguished  themselves  in  some  of  the 
branches  of  the  Medical  profession. 

2.  Their  election  shall  be  at  one  of  the  Ordinary  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  College,  and  at  no  other ;  and  they  must  have 
been  proposed  at  the  Ordinary  Meeting  immediately  pre¬ 
ceding.

CHAPTER  VI. 

OF  APPRENTICES. 

1.  When  any  Fellow  wishes  to  take  an  Apprentice  for 
the  freedom,  he  shall  address  a  letter  to  the  President  in 
the  following  terms  : — 44  Sir,  I  request  leave  of  the  Col- 
“  lege  to  enter  into  Indentures  with  A.  B.  son  of,  &c.  (in- 

sert  the  name  and  designation  at  length),  for  the  term 
“  of  five  years,  and  for  the  freedom.  I  declare  that  it  is 
“  fully  understood  between  us,  that  he  is  to  serve  a  bona 
“ fide  Apprenticeship,  for  the  purpose  of  being  instructed 
“  in  his  profession.  I  am,”  &c. 

2.  When  any  person  has  been  upon  trial  with  a  Fellow, 
in  the  view  of  entering  into  Indentures  for  the  freedom, 
and  it  is  wished  to  allow  the  period  of  such  trial  to  be 
considered  as  part  of  his  Apprenticeship,  the  College  may 
agree  to  the  same ;  but  this  privilege  shall  in  no  case  be 
extended  to  a  longer  period  than  six  months  prior  to  the 
application  to  the  President. 

3.  In  this  last  case,  the  Fellow  who  applies  for  leave 

shall,  in  his  application  to  the  President,  add  the  follow¬ 
ing  declaration  and  request : — “  I  further  declare,  that 
“  the  said  A.  B.  has  been  with  me  on  trial,  doing  duty  as 
“  an  Apprentice,  ever  since  the  day  of 

“  last ;  and  I  request  that  his  Apprenticeship  may  be 
44  declared  in  the  Indenture  to  have  commenced  at  that 
44  date.” 

4.  The  above  application  shall  in  all  cases  be  accom¬ 

panied  by  a  declaration  signed  by  the  Apprentice,  in  the 
following  terms : — 44 1,  A.  B.  of  ,  &c.  here- 

44  by  declare,  that  I  am  desirous  of  entering  into  Indentures 
44  of  Apprenticeship  with  Mr.  C.  D.  for  the  term  of  five 
44  years,  and  for  the  freedom,  commencing  from  this  date, 
44  (or,  as  the  case  may  be,  from  the  day  of 

last,  since  which  time  I  have  been  with  him  on 
44  trial,  doing  duty  as  an  Apprentice.)  1  declare,  that  1 
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44  am  not  above  years  of  age;  and  that  I  have  never 

44  been  engaged  in  practising  or  teaching  any  branch  of 
44  Medicine  ;  and  that  I  will  not,  until  the  termination  of 
44  my  Apprenticeship,  practise  any  part  of  the  Medical 
44  profession,  otherwise  than  in  the  discharge  of  my  duty 
44  as  an  Apprentice  ;  nor  will  I  engage,  during  my  said 
44  Apprenticeship,  in  teaching  any  branch  of  Medicine,  it 
44  being  fully  understood  that  I  am  to  serve  a  bona  fide 
44  Apprenticeship  with  the  said  C.  D.  for  the  purpose  of 
44  being  instructed  in  my  profession  ;  and  that  if  any  thing 
44  contained  in  this  declaration  shall  turn  out  to  be  false, 
44  the  Indenture  now  to  he  entered  into  shall  not  entitle 
44  me  to  enter  as  a  Fellow  of  the  College  with  the  pri- 
44  vileges  of  a  freedom  Apprentice."” 

5.  Forms  of  the  above  documents  shall  be  printed  and 
furnished  by  the  Secretary,  to  Fellows  who  may  require 
them,  to  be  filled  up  and  signed  when  they  are  wanted. 

6.  The  above  documents,  properly  filled  up  and  signed, 
being  laid  before  the  College  at  any  Ordinary  Meeting, 
leave  may  be  granted  to  enter  into  Indentures  in  the  terms 
mentioned,  unless  it  shall  appear  to  the  majority  of  the 
Fellows  present,  that  some  good  reason  exists  against 
granting  such  leave. 

7*  In  particular  cases,  when  it  is  not  convenient  to  wait 
for  a  meeting  of  the  College,  it  shall  be  competent  for  the 
President,  on  the  above  documents,  properly  filled  up  and 
signed,  being  presented  to  him,  to  authorise  the  Indenture 
to  be  made  out ;  but  the  whole  shall  be  afterwards  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  College,  who  shall  decide 
thereon  as  if  no  Indenture  had  been  made  out ;  and  if 
they  see  room  to  refuse  sanctioning  the  Indenture,  the 
same  shall  be  cancelled  forthwith. 

8.  Indentures  which  are  not  to  confer  the  privilege  of 
freedom,  may  be  entered  into  without  asking  leave  of  the 
College,  unless  the  Apprentice  has  been  upon  trial,  and 
it  is  wished  to  include  the  period  of  such  trial  in  the  term 
of  his  Apprenticeship.  In  such  case,  the  Master  shall  ap¬ 
ply  for  leave  to  do  so  in  the  terms  mentioned  in  §  3 ;  and 
no  Indenture  shall  commence  before  the  day  on  which 
it  is  signed,  but  with  the  express  permission  of  the  College. 

9.  It  is  recommended,  that  no  Fellow  shall  take  an  Ap- 
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prentice  for  five  years  at  a  lower  fee  than  L.60,  exclusive 
of  board,  lodging,  and  all  other  charges. 

10.  There  shall  be  paid  by  every  Apprentice  for  the 
freedom,  except  by  Sons  of  Fellows,  the  sum  of  L.25, 
of  which  L.10.  shall  belong  to  the  Ordinary  Funds  of  the 
College,  and  L.15  to  the  Auxiliary  Widows’  Fund. 
And  there  shall  be  paid  by  every  Apprentice  not  for  the 
freedom,  excepting  Sons  of  Fellows,  L.l.  13s.  6d.  to  the 
Funds  of  the  College.  These  sums  shall  be  drawn  by  the 
Secretary  when  the  Indenture  is  signed ;  and  he  shall  ac¬ 
count  for  the  same  accordingly.* 

11.  When  any  Fellow  proposes  to  receive  an  Appren¬ 
tice  for  five  years,  without  conferring  any  right  to  the  free¬ 
dom  of  the  Incorporation,  and  without  subjecting  the  Ap¬ 
prentice  to  the  high  booking-money  of  L.2 5,  it  shall  be  law¬ 
ful  to  do  so  ;  and  in  that  case  a  clause  shall  be  inserted  in 
the  Indenture,  declaring,  that  the  same  is  not  intended  to 
convey  any  right  to  the  freedom,  and  that  the  Indenture 
shall  not  be  recorded  in  the  Books  of  the  Dean  of  Guild ; 
and  in  all  such  cases,  the  booking-money  shall  be  only 
L.l.  13s.  6d* 

i 

12.  No  Master  or  Company  shall  have  a  right  to  trans¬ 
fer  Apprentices  to  any  other  Master;  but  if  circumstances 
occur,  by  which  a  Fellow  cannot  continue  to  implement 
his  part  of  an  Indenture,  he  may,  with  consent  of  his  Ap¬ 
prentice,  or  the  Apprentice  himself  may,  by  applying  to 
the  College,  have  the  Indentures  transferred  to  another  Fel¬ 
low,  whom  the  College  shall  empower  to  discharge  the  same 
at  the  expiry  thereof.  In  case  of  the  death  of  a  Master, 
the  Apprentice  may  in  like  manner  apply  to  be  transferred 
to  another  Fellow. 

13.  The  name  of  every  Apprentice  for  the  Freedom 
shall  be  regularly  entered  in  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose, 
stating  the  name  of  his  Master  or  Masters,  and  the  date 
and  commencement  of  his  Indenture. 

14.  If  an  Apprentice,  who  has  been  bound  for  five  years, 
shall  serve  his  Master  faithfully  and  diligently  for  four 
years,  he  may,  with  the  consent  of  his  Master,  be  allowed 
to  leave  his  service  at  any  period  after  the  expiration  of  the 
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fourth  year  of  his  Apprenticeship,  without'  any  forfeiture 
of  his  privileges. 

15.  If  an  Apprentice,  who  is  bound  for  five  years,  shall 
leave  his  service  at  or  after  the  expiration  of  the ;  first 
three  years,  but  before  the  expiration  of  the  fourth  year 
of  his  Apprenticeship  ;  and  if  his  Master  is  then  willing 
to  discharge  his  Indenture,  and  shall  certify  that  he  has 
served  faithfully  for  three  years  ;  though  such  Apprentice 
shall  forfeit  the  privileges  of  a  five  years’  Indenture,  he 
shall  be  on  the  same  footing,  when  Candidate  for  an  or¬ 
dinary  Diploma,  as  if  his  Indenture  had  originally  been  for 
three  years. 

16.  When  an  Apprentice  has  obtained  permission  to 
leave  his  Master’s  service  at  the  end  of  four  years,  he  shall 
carry  a  certificate  to  this  effect  to  the  Secretary,  who  shall 
enter  in  the  book,  opposite  to  his  name — 44  Lodged  a  certi¬ 
ficate  of  four  years’  service.”  And  if  the  Indenture  has 
been  regularly  discharged  at  the  end  of  five  years,  the 
Secretary  shall  in  like  manner  enter  opposite  his  name — 44  In¬ 
denture  discharged.” 

17-  It  shall  be  a  part  of  the  business  of  the  day,  at  every 
Martinmas  and  Whitsunday  Meeting,  to  examine  this 
book;  and  in  every  case  where  no  certificate  of  four  years’ 
service  has  been  granted,  the  Master  shall  be  called  upon 
by  the  Secretary  to  enter  opposite  the  name  of  every 
Apprentice  whose  Indenture  shall  have  been  current  for 
four  years — 44  Has  served  regularly. — A.  B.”  or,  44  Left 
my  service  before  the  end  of  fourth  year.— A.  B.”  And 
should  the  Master  not  be  present  at  such  meeting,  it  shall 
be  notified  to  him  by  the  Secretary,  that  such  document  is 
required  of  him  before  the  next  meeting  of  the  College  ; 
and  on  failure  to  comply  with  this  requisition,  he  shall  be 
fined  L.2.  2s.  toties  quoties. 

18.  On  the  first  Meeting  after  Whitsunday  and  Mar¬ 
tinmas  the  Secretary  shall  enter  upon  the  Minutes  of  the  day, 
That  such  Apprentices  for  the  Freedom  have  obtained 
regular  discharges  of  their  Indentures:  That  such  Ap¬ 
prentices  for  the  Freedom  have  lodged  regular  Certifi¬ 
cates  of  four  years’  service,  with  permission  to  leave  their 
Master  s  service  at  that  period :  That  such  Apprentices 
have  been  certified  by  their  Masters  to  have  served  regu- 
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larly  for  four  years :  And  that  such  Apprentices  have  been 
certified* by  their  Masters  to  have  left  their  service  before 
the  end  of  the  fourth  year,  and  therefore  have  forfeited 
every  privilege  intended  to  have  been  conveyed  by  said 
Indenture. 

19.  On  the  death  of  any  resident  Fellow  of  the  Col¬ 
lege,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  and  Secretary 
to  inquire  into  the  state  of  his  Apprentices  for  the  Free¬ 
dom,  in  order  that  those  who  have  not  served  four  years  may 
have  new  Masters  assigned  to  them,  and  that  means  may 
be  taken  to  discharge  the  Indentures  of  such  as  have  served 
regularly. 

20.  The  name  of  an  Apprentice  for  the  freedom  shall 
not  be  entered  in  the  books  of  the  College,  until  he  has 
been  presented  for  approbation  at  a  Meeting  of  the  College. 


CHAPTER  VII. 

OF  EXAMINATION  OF  APPRENTICES  OF  FELLOWS 
OF  THE  COLLEGE  AND  OTHERS,  FOR  DIPLOMAS 
AND  CERTIFICATES. 

1.  Examinations  of  Apprentices  and  others,  for  Di¬ 
plomas  and  Certificates,  shall  take  place  in  the  Hall,  on 
the  first  and  third  Tuesdays  of  every  month,  at  two  o’clock 
afternoon  ;  and  the  classes  of  Examinators  shall  be  regu¬ 
larly  summoned  to  attend,  by  billets  for  that  purpose  left 
at  their  houses,  not  less  than  twenty-four  hours  before  the 
time  of  meeting. 

2.  When  the  number  of  Candidates  offering  themselves 
on  one  of  the  regular  days  of  Examination  is  such  that 
they  cannot  be  all  examined  at  one  sederunt,  Examinations 
shall  take  place  every  day  at  two  o’clock,  till  the  list  is 
finished ;  and  when  the  number  is  very  large,  the  Exami¬ 
nators  shall  hold  additional  Meetings  at  such  times  as  may 
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be  convenient  for  them,  so  that  the  whole  list  may  be 
finished  before  the  next  regular  day  of  Examination, 

3.  It  shall  be  competent  for  the  President  to  summon 
sederunts  of  Examinators  on  the  fourth  or  fifth  Tuesday  of 
April,  and  on  the  fourth  or  fifth  Tuesday  of  July,  for  granting 
Ordinary  Examinations  to  such  as  may  apply  for  them, 
and  also  to  continue  to  summon  the  classes  of  Examinators 
successively  on  the  lawful  days  succeeding  to  these  days,  till 
the  whole  of  the  candidates  on  the  list  have  been  examined. 

4.  No  examination  shall  take  place  on  the  day  of  the 
annual  election  of  Office-bearers  :  and  it  is  recommended  to 
the  President  that  in  fixing  the  days  of  the  meetings  of  the 
College  he  avoid  as  far  as  possible,  interfering  with  the 
days  of  Examinations. 

5.  All  Candidates,  before  they  are  admitted  to  trial,  must 
produce  sufficient  evidence  of  their  having  conformed  to  the 
course  of  study  prescribed  by  the  College.  Everything 
which  relates  to  this  course  of  study,  to  the  qualifications 
of  Teachers,  to  the  recognition  of  Schools,  to  registration 
of  Students,  to  Examinations,  to  Fees,  and  to  other  mat¬ 
ters  necessary  to  be  explained  to  Candidates  for  the  Diploma 
of  the  College,  is  promulgated  from  time  to  time,  for  their 
information,  in  a  separate  set  of  regulations. 

6.  The  proceedings  at  every  Examination  shall  be  en¬ 
tered  in  the  books  of  the  College,  excepting  the  names  of 
unsuccessful  Candidates ;  of  which  a  list  shall  be  kept  by 
the  Secretary.  This  list  shall  be  carefully  preserved ;  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Examinators  to  take  care  that 
no  one  except  the  President  and  themselves  shall  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  see  it. 

7-  The  Diploma  of  the  College  shall  be  as  follows :

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8.  Every  person  presenting  a  letter  from  the  Physician- 
General  of  her  Majesty’s  Navy,  authorizing  him  to  be 
examined  touching  his  qualification  to  act  as  Assistant- 
Surgeon  in  the  Navy,  may  be  taken  on  trial  for  that  pur¬ 
pose,  whether  he  has  previously  received  a  Diploma  or  not. 

9.  The  following  Certificate  shall  be  granted  to  successful 

“  Candidates: — “Surgeon’s  Hall,  Edinburgh,  the . 

“  day  of . In  presence  of  the  Royal  College  of  Sur- 

“  geons  of  the  City  of  Edinburgh,  appeared  Mr . . . 

“  and  being  examined  upon  his  skill  in  Anatomy,  Surgery, 
“  and  Pharmacy,  was  found  sufficiently  qualified  to  act  as 
66  an  Assistant- Surgeon  in  the  Royal  Navy.  In  testimony 
44  whereof,”  &c. 

44  To  the  Honble  the  Physician-General 
44  of  her  Majesty’s  Navy,”  &c. 

10.  Any  person  presenting  a  letter  from  the  Physician- 
General  of  her  Majesty’s  Navy,  authorizing  him  to  be  re¬ 
examined  respecting  his  qualification  to  act  as  Surgeon  on 
board  of  her  Majesty’s  ships,  shall  be  admitted  to  a  second 
examination  for  that  purpose;  and  on  being  found  qualified, 
shall  receive  a  certificate  in  the  following  terms : 

44  To  the  Honble  the  Physician-General 
44  of  her  Majesty’s  Navy,”  &c. 


“  Sir, 

66  We  have  examined  Mr . 

44  and  find  him  qualified  to  serve  as  Surgeon  on  board  any 
44  of  her  Majesty’s  Ships.  We  are,”  &c.* 


*  In  reference  to  the  above  forms  of  Certificates,  sect.  9  and 
10,  it  may  be  proper  to  refer  to  the  following  extract  of  a  letter, 
dated  7th  March  1826,  received  by  the  President  of  the  Royal 
College,  from  the  Commissioners  of  the  Victualling  Board.  44  Their 
44  Lordships,  (the  Right  Honourable  the  Lords  Commissioners  of 
44  Admiralty ),  have  been  pleased  to  direct,  that  no  person  be 
44  admitted  to  be  a  Candidate  for  the  situation  of  Assistant-Surgeon 
44  in  the  Royal  Navy,  who  shall  not  produce  a  Certificate  from 
44  one  of  the  Royal  Colleges  of  Surgeons  of  London,  Edinburgh, 
44  and  Dublin,  of  his  fitness  for  that  office ;  nor  for  that  of  Sur-

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11.  No  person  shall  be  examined  for  either  of  the  above 
Certificates,  without  presenting  an  official  letter  from  the 
Physician  General,  in  conformity  with  the  preceding  regu¬ 
lations,  (sect.  8  and  10). 

12.  The  examination  for  a  Certificate  either  for  a 
Surgeon,  or  Assistant-Surgeon,  in  the  Navy,  shall  be 
equally  complete  and  rigid  as  the  examination  for  a  Di- 

13.  The  President  shall  report,  at  every  Quarterly 
Meeting  of  the  College,  a  list  of  Certificates  granted  during 
the  preceding  quarter. 

14.  Every  Diploma  shall  be  signed  by  the  President, 
and  by  the  twelve  Examinators ;  and  every  Certificate 
shall  be  signed  by  the  President,  and  by  the  class  of 
Examinators  by  whom  the  examination  was  conducted. 

15.  No  duplicate  of  a  Diploma,  stated  to  have  been 
lost,  or  destroyed,  shall  be  granted  without  sufficient  evi¬ 
dence  of  the  fact,  of  which  the  College,  or,  in  cases  of 
emergency,  the  President’s  Council,  is  to  judge.  The 
duplicate  shall  have  a  minute  subjoined  to  it,  reciting  the 
circumstances  under  which  it  was  granted,  and  subscribed 
by  the  President  in  office  at  the  time  of  granting  it,  and 
by  the  Secretary. 

16.  A  list  of  all  those  who  obtain  Diplomas  from  the 
College  shall  be  published  quarterly  in  one  of  the  Edin¬ 
burgh  newspapers,  at  the  expense  of  the  College.* * 


“  one  of  the  said  Royal  Colleges,  founded  on  an  examination  to  be 
“  passed  subsequently  to  his  appointment  of  Assistant-Surgeon, 
“  as  to  the  Candidate’s  fitness  for  the  situation  of  Surgeon  in  the 
££  Navy ;  and  that,  in  every  case,  the  Candidate  producing  such

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17-  Those  obtaining  Diplomas  from  the  College,  shall 
be  called  Licentiates  of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of 
Edinburgh. 


CHAPTER  VIII. 

OF  THE  MUSEUM. 


OF  THE  CURATORS. 

1.  The  College  shall  elect  ten  Fellows,  who,  together 
with  the  Professors  of  Surgery,  of  Clinical  Surgery,  and 
of  Military  Surgery,  in  the  University,  (if  Fellows  of  the 
College),  shall  be  Curators  of  the  Museum,  and  shall  con¬ 
duct  its  management. 

2.  Five  of  these  Curators  shall  be  a  quorum. 

3.  Two  of  the  ten  elected  Curators  shall  go  out  of 
office  every  year  by  rotation,  from  the  top  of  the  list,  and 
shall  not  be  eligible  for  two  years  thereafter.  See  Chap. 
II.  sect.  24. 

4.  The  Curators  shall  hold  four  regular  meetings  in  the 
year,  on  the  last  Tuesdays  of  January,  April,  July,  and 
October,  at  one  o’clock  p.m.  These  meetings  shall  be 
regularly  summoned  by  the  Officer ;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Conservator  to  give  the  necessary  directions 
for  such  meetings  being  called. 

5.  At  each  of  the  above  meetings  the  Curators  shall 
examine  the  state  of  the  Museum,  and  shall  prepare  a 
report  thereon,  to  be  given  in  to  the  College  at  the  next 
ensuing  quarterly  meeting. 

6.  Two  Curators  shall  visit  the  Museum,  at  least  once 
a  fortnight,  for  the  purpose  of  examining  its  state  gene¬ 
rally  ;  the  preparations  which  the  Conservator  may  have 
put  up,  particularly;  also  the  list  of  specimens  which  he

may  have  received  since  last  visit :  and  they  shall  see  that 
the  histories,  so  far  as  they  can  be  obtained,  have  been 
properly  entered  in  the  catalogue.  The  visiting  Curators 
shall  make  a  minute  of  the  results  of  their  examination,  in 
a  book  to  be  kept  for  the  purpose,  and  attest  it  with  their 
signatures. 

7-  The  decisions  of  the  visiting  Curators  shall  be  bind¬ 
ing  till  the  next  general  meeting  of  the  Curators  ;  and  the 
decisions  of  the  general  meeting  of  Curators  shall  also  be 
binding  till  altered  by  a  vote  of  the  College. 

8.  The  President,  or  the  Conservator  of  the  Museum, 
may  call  a  meeting  of  the  Curators  at  any  time  when 
business  connected  with  the  Museum  shall  appear  to  him 
to  render  this  necessary. 

9-  Minutes  of  the  business  of  all  the  meetings  of  the 
Curators  shall  be  regularly  kept,  and  entered  in  a  book  for 
the  purpose. 

10.  The  Curators  shall  be  fined  the  sum  of  Is.  each  fin- 
non-attendance  at  all  regularly  summoned  meetings;  but 
if  a  quorum  is  not  present,  the  absent  Curators  shall  be 
fined  2s.  fid.  each. 

11.  If  the  Curators  shall  neglect  to  lodge  their  stated 
quarterly  report  at  the  proper  meeting,  they  shall  each  pay 
a  fine  of  2s.  6d. ;  a  similar  penalty  being  incurred  at  each 
subsequent  meeting  of  the  College,  until  it  is  lodged. 


OF  THE  CONSERVATOR,  AND  HIS  DUTIES. 

12.  The  College  shall  annually  elect  a  properly  quali¬ 
fied  person,  to  be  Conservator  of  their  Museum. 

13.  The  Conservator  shall  not  go  out  of  town  without 
leave  of  the  President.  He  shall  not  possess  a  museum  of 
his  own,  nor  shall  he  directly  or  indirectly  assist  in  the 
formation  of  any  other  museum  ;  nor  lecture  on  any  subject 
whatever,  without  the  special  consent  of  the  College. 

14.  The  Conservator  shall  receive  from  the  College  a 
salary  of  L.150,  and  shall  defray  all  charges  for  assistants, 
clerks,  or  servants  under  him. 
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15.  The  Conservator  shall  take  the  management  of  the 
Museum,  and  of  every  thing  connected  with  it,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Curators :  he  shall  be  held  responsible 
for  keeping  its  whole  contents  in  a  proper  state  of  repair 
and  preservation;  and  shall  attend  at  all  meetings  of  Cura¬ 
tors,  when  required  to  do  so. 

16*.  The  Conservator  shall  prepare  and  preserve,  de¬ 
scribe  and  register,  all  articles  deposited  in  the  Museum. 
He  shall  make  out  accurate  histories  of  all  the  diseases 
to  which  morbid  specimens  may  refer,  so  far  as  he  is 
able  to  procure  them.  He  shall  arrange  and  label  the 
preparations  so  as  to  facilitate  reference  to  them  as  much 
as  possible,  and  shall  attach  the  name  of  the  donor  to  each 
preparation. 

17-  The  Conservator  may,  with  the  approbation  of  any 
one  of  the  Curators,  decline  adding  to  the  collection  a  pre¬ 
paration  of  any  sort  of  which  he  thinks  there  is  already  a 
sufficiency  of  specimens  ;  in  which  case,  he  must  communi¬ 
cate  with  the  donor,  and  return  it  if  required. 

18.  The  Conservator,  or  some  person  appointed  by  him, 
and  approved  of  by  the  Curators,  shall  be  present  in  the 
Museum  during  all  the  hours  when  it  is  open  for  public 
inspection ;  and  the  former  shall  attend  in  person  during 
two  of  these  hours,  viz.,  from  one  to  three  o’clock,  for  the 
purpose  of  affording  any  explanation  that  may  be  required 
of  him  by  Fellows  of  the  College,  or  by  Visiters. 

19-  If  the  Conservator  shall  neglect  to  order  a  quarterly 
meeting  of  the  Curators  of  the  Museum  to  be  called  in 
proper  time,  he  shall  pay  a  fine  of  5s. 


REGULATIONS  AS  TO  THOSE  WHO  SHALL  HAVE  THE  USE  OF 

THE  PREPARATIONS. 

20.  The  Professors  of  Surgery,  of  Clinical  Surgery, 
and  of  Military  Surgery,  in  the  University,  (if  Fellows  of 
the  College,  and  lecturing  within  its  premises),  shall  be 
allowed  the  use  of  the  preparations,  casts,  and  drawings, 
contained  in  the  Museum,  with  the  exception  of  such  as 
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the  Curators  shall  conceive  might  be  injured  by  removal. 
This  privilege  shall  not  be  granted  to  any  Professor  who  is 
employed  in  making  collections  of  his  own,  or  who  with¬ 
holds  from  the  Museum  of  the  College  such  specimens  of 
disease  as  are  placed  at  his  disposal. 

21.  The  preparations,  casts,  and  drawings,  contained  in 
the  Museum,  shall  not  be  removed  from  the  premises  of 
the  College,  handed  round  a  Class-room,  nor  handled  by 
those  admitted  to  examine  the  Museum.  But  the  donors 
of  preparations  may,  upon  application  to  the  Conservator, 
remove  such  preparations  as  they  themselves  have  present¬ 
ed,  for  the  purpose  of  being  shewn  to  their  pupils,  or  to 
any  public  society,  provided  the  Curators  are  of  opinion 
that  such  preparations  will  not  be  injured  by  removal ;  it 
being  understood,  that  they  are  to  be  returned  uninjured, 
and  that  they  shall  not  be  retained  longer  than  three  days, 
unless  by  special  permission  of  the  Curators. 

22.  When  any  preparations  are  wanted  by  those  who 
are  entitled  to  the  use  of  them,  application  must  be  made 
to  the  Conservator,  who  shall  take  a  receipt  for  them,  and 
deliver  them  accordingly.  The  receiver  shall  be  bound  to 
return  them  in  equally  good  condition. 


OF  ADMISSION  TO  THE  MUSEUM. 

23.  The  Museum  shall  be  open  for  inspection  every 
Monday,  Tuesday,  and  Friday,  from  twelve  to  four  o’clock, 
and  every  Saturday  from  ten  to  four. 

24.  Fellows  of  the  College  shall  have  admission  to  the 
Museum  at  all  times  that  it  is  open  for  inspection  ;  and 
shall  be  entitled  to  introduce  their  friends,  either  person¬ 
ally,  or  by  letter  to  the  Conservator. 

25.  Professors  of  the  University,  Fellows  of  the  Royal 
Society,  Fellows  of  the  College  of  Physicians,  Medical  Of¬ 
ficers  of  the  Army  and  Navy,  Licentiates  of  the  College, 
and  Apprentices  of  Fellows,  shall  have  access  to  the  Museum 
at  all  times  that  it  is  open  for  inspection,  by  means  of  tickets, 
which  the  Conservator  is  authorised  to  issue.  Students  of 
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medicine,  whose  names  have  been  inserted  in  the  Album 
of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons,  shall  have  admission 
to  the  Museum  by  annual  tickets,  which  will  be  delivered 
to  them  at  the  time  of  registration. 

26.  Any  gentleman  may  have  access  to  the  Museum, 
upon  making  application  to  the  Conservator  for  a  ticket 
of  admission,  which  shall  specify  the  days  and  hours  when 
the  bearer  will  be  admitted. 

27-  The  Conservator  shall  have  power  occasionally  to 
allow  an  extra  hour,  when  the  Museum  is  not  otherwise 
occupied,  for  the  admission  of  Fellows  giving  Lectures, 
and  their  pupils,  (who  shall  produce  their  annual  tickets  of 
admission),  when  these  Lecturers  wish  to  illustrate  any 
particular  subject  by  preparations  in  the  Museum.  Such 
extra  hours  shall  be  allotted  according  to  priority  of 
application.  Lecturers  claiming  this  privilege  shall  be 
held  responsible  for  any  damage  which  the  Museum  may 
sustain  from  themselves  or  their  pupils  at  such  times ;  and 
shall  be  subject  to  those  rules  which  the  Curators  may  pre¬ 
scribe,  as  to  the  number  of  pupils  who  shall  be  permitted 
to  attend,  and  as  to  anything  else  which  may  appear  to  the 
Curators  to  involve  the  interests  and  safety  of  the  collection. 

28.  Fellows  desirous  of  visiting  the  Museum  at  other 
hours  than  those  on  which  it  is  open  to  the  public,  shall 
be  obliged  to  conform  to  such  regulations  as  the  Curators 
have  enacted  or  may  enact. 


OF  TAKING  DRAWINGS  FROM  CASTS  OR  PREPARATIONS. 

29.  By  making  application  to  the  Curators,  every  faci¬ 
lity  will  be  afforded  to  gentlemen  wishing  to  make  draw¬ 
ings  from  preparations,  casts,  &e.  contained  in  the  Mu¬ 
seum.  But  it  is  to  be  distinctly  understood,  that  no  draw¬ 
ing  or  case  taken  from  the  Museum,  shall,  on  any  account, 
be  published,  without  leave  obtained  from  the  Curators ; 
and  in  granting  such  permission,  the  Curators  shall  be 
regulated  by  the  wishes  of  the  Donors  of  the  preparations, 
in  so  far  as  these  can  be  ascertained.

AUXILIARY  WIDOWS'  FUND,  [CHAP.  IX. 


CHAPTER  IX. 


AUXILIARY  WIDOWS’  FUND. 


1.  Whenever  a  five  years’  indenture  is  entered  into, 
where  the  high  booking  money  of  L.25  is  paid,  the  Col¬ 
lector  shall,  on  receiving  such  high  booking  money,  carry 
L.15  thereof  to  the  credit  of  an  account  to  be  kept  by  him 
with  the  Trustees  of  a  fund  subsidiary  to  the  Widows’ 
Fund,  upon  which  account  he  shall  allow  ordinary  bank 
interest ;  and  the  amount  so  received  shall  remain  at  the 
credit  of  the  said  account  until  ordered  by  the  Trustees  to 
be  lodged  in  bank,  or  lent  out  on  bond  or  other  security. 

2.  The  Fund  thus  accumulated  shall  be  called  the  Auxi¬ 
liary  Widows’  Fund  of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of 
Edinburgh;  and  shall  be  kept  for  a  number  of  years  en¬ 
tirely  separate  from  the  Fund  already  established  by  Act 
of  Parliament.* 

3.  The  Fund  so  established  shall  be  under  the  direction 

of  six  Trustees  appointed  by  the  College,  one  of  whom 
shall  go  out  of  office  annually  by  rotation,  (See.  Chap.  II. 
sect.  47.)  1 

4.  In  the  event  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  of 
the  Trustees,  the  College  shall  elect  a  Fellow  to  supply  the 
place  of  the  person  dying,  or  vacating  his  situation. 

5.  The  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  elect  a  Collector  for 
the  Fund,  who  shall  find  security  for  his  intromissions  ; 
and  who  shall,  after  his  election,  be  Custodier  of  the  Bank¬ 
er’s  notes  and  other  securities  taken  payable  to  the  Fund ; 


*  The  Widows’  Fund  was  originally  established  in  1778,  by  a 
Royal  Charter,  which  was  confirmed  and  amended  by  the  Acts 
referred  to  in  chap.  II.  sect.  46. 
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and  shall  from  time  to  time  cause  the  said  notes  to  be  re¬ 
newed,  and  the  interest  added  at  each  renewal*. 

6.  When  the  money  in  the  Collector’s  hands  or  deposited 
in  Bank  for  behoof  of  this  Fund,  amounts  to  a  sufficient 
sum,  it  shall  be  lent  out  on  heritable  or  public  securities, 
payable  to  the  above-mentioned  Trustees  and  their  suc¬ 
cessors  in  office,  and  to  their  Collector  for  the  time.  With 
regard  to  the  purpose  of  the  Fund,  and  mode  of  its  ap¬ 
plication,  see  the  Appendix. 


APPENDIX 

To  Chapter  IX.  on  the  Auxiliary  Widows'  Fund ,  and  also 
to  Chapter  IV.  in  regard  to  the  Entry-Money  to  he  paid 
by  Ordinary  Fellows. 


On  4th  November  1825,  the  College,  at  a  meeting 
regularly  called  for  the  purpose,  unanimously  enacted  and 
declared  as  follows  : — 

1.  That  the  Auxiliary  Widows’  Fund  shall  be  kept  se¬ 
parate  and  distinct  from  the  original  Widows’  Fund,  and 
shall  be  reserved  for  the  purpose  of  remedying  any  defects 
in  the  system  established  by  Act  of  Parliament. 

2.  That  for  this  purpose  the  College  do  now  make  a 
by-law,  appointing  investigations  to  be  made  every  ten 
years  for  ascertaining  the  state  of  the  Scheme,  by  means 
of  an  accurate  survey  of  the  circumstances  of  the  Society 
at  the  time,  and  upon  the  principles  adopted  in  Mr. 
Cockburn’s  Report,  or  upon  such  other  data  and  princi- 


*  By  a  resolution  of  the  College,  dated  17th  May  1836,  the 
Collector  of  this  Fund  is  to  receive,  till  the  next  decennial  exa¬ 
mination  of  the  Funds,  a  salary  of  L.50,  being  L.42  from  the 
Widows’  Fund,  and  L.8  from  the  Auxiliary  Widows’  Fund. 
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pies  as  may  be  derived  from  the  additional  experience  of 
the  progress  of  the  Scheme  ;  and  if  it  shall  appear,  upon 
such  investigation,  and  upon  comparing  the  value  of  the 
annuities  on  the  fund,  and  those  in  expectation  at  the  time, 
with  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  fund  accumulated  under 
the  Act  of  Parliament  and  the  Auxiliary  Fund,  that  an 
addition  may  with  safety  be  made  to  the  rate  of  the  annu¬ 
ity,  that  it  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  Contributors,  at  a 
general  meeting  called  for  the  purpose,  to  make  such  ad¬ 
dition  as  the  aggregate  amount  of  both  funds,  and  the 
average  rate  of  the  entry  can  afford  :  And  that  if  it  shall 
not  be  competent,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Par¬ 
liament,  to  make  such  addition  out  of  the  General  Widows’ 
Fund  at  the  time,  then  the  additional  rates  of  annuity 
may  be  charged  upon  the  Auxiliary  Fund,  until,  from 
the  existing  circumstances  of  the  Scheme,  it  shall  become 
competent,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  to  charge 
these  additional  rates  of  annuity  upon  the  General  Widows 
Fund. 

3.  That  the  College  do  now  virtually  repeal  the  regula¬ 
tion,  by  which,  in  the  event  of  a  Fellow  dying  before  his 
fourth  annual  contribution  becomes  due,  his  widow  is  ex¬ 
cluded  from  the  benefit  of  the  fund :  That,  in  such  case, 
the  annuity  which  would  have  been  due  to  such  widow, 
if  the  four  years’  contributions  had  been  paid,  shall  be 
paid  out  of  the  Auxiliary  Fund ;  and  that  in  lieu  of  this 
benefit,  and  for  the  purpose  of  upholding  the  establishment, 
all  the  entrants  not  paying  the  highest  rate  of  entry-money 
shall  pay  into  the  Auxiliary  Fund  a  certain  sum,  not  less 
than  L.30,  upon  their  admission,  over  and  above  the  pre¬ 
sent  rates  of  entry-money. 

4.  That  the  College  do  now  confirm  and  make  perma¬ 
nent  the  law  enacted  on  9th  March  1820,  for  raising  the 
entry-money  of  sons  and  sons-in-law  of  persons  entering 
the  College  subsequent  to  15th  May  1820,  to  L.100.

*  The  numbers  indicate  the  years  in  which  the  several  Presi¬ 
dents  were  elected.  Prior  to  1833,  the  President  was  elected  about 
the  term  of  Michaelmas;  the  day  varying  from  the  11th  to  the 
17th  September,  according  to  the  rules  prescribed  in  the  old  set  (or 
constitution)  of  the  burgh,  for  regulating  the  elections  of  the 
magistrates  and  of  the  municipal  council.  In  1833,  the  law  was 
altered ;  the  President  ceased  to  be  a  member  of  the  Council ;  and 
the  College  was  enabled  to  fix  a  day  for  his  election  without  re¬ 
ference  to  the  provisions  of  the  set  of  the  burgh.  The  election 
of  that  year  was  on  the  10th  October;  and  on  17th  June  1834, 
the  present  law  was  enacted,  fixing  the  third  Wednesday  of  Octo¬ 
ber  as  the  day  of  the  election  of  the  President.
